Gllbothiatnt nomihation, and for 
that teaiOD he haa been especially 
active In his efforts to talce care of the 
interests of her citizens at Washing- 
ton, and has done so about as effect- 
ively as could have been ODder ttte 
circumstances. 



Am act tor the -bettMr enfwoement of 
an act approved Ma'ch 10. 1894, 
entitled "An act whereby the 
sense of the people of any county, 
city, town, district or precuict 
may be taken as to wliether spirit- 
ous, vinous or malt liquors shall 
be sold, bartered or loaned there- 
in," and to aoMod section 4 uf 
said act. 

He it enacted by the Gericr;'.! Assem- 
bly of the Commonwealth of Ken 
tucky: 

g 1. In an indictment for a viola- 
tion of any provision of the act ap- 
proved March 10, 1S94, entitled "An 
act whereby the sense of the people 
of any county, city, or town, district 
or precinct may to be taken as to 
whether spiritous, vinous or malt liq- 
uors shall be sold, bartered or loaned 
therein," or for a violation of any act 
amendatory thereof, it sliall not be 
necewary to allege that a vote was 
taken or an election held, or any other 
step relative thereto; but it may be 
simply steted that the act. or acts 
cliarged were committed in a terri 
tory where the said act was in feroe; 
and in said indictment it shall be suf 
ticient to designate said act as the 
local option law. 

g 2. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to sell. lend. give, procure for. 
or furnish to another, any spirituous, 
vinous or malt liijuors, or to have in 
his possession spirituous, vinous or 
malt li(}nors for the purpose of selling 
them in any territory where said act 
is in force, and any person so otTend- 
ing shall be fined not less than tifty 
nor more than one hundred dollars, 
and imprisoned not less than ten nor 
more than fifty days. 

The possession ot a United Stetea 
special tax atamp (commonly called 
United Stetes license) for carrying on 
the business of a retail dealerinspirit- 
uous. vinous or malt liquors, or the 
having of such tax stamp or license 
stuck up at the place of business in 
such territory shall be prima facie 
evidence of guilt under this section. 

'i '.i. On the second or any subse- 
quent conviction for a violation ot 
said act, or any of its amendents, the 
court shall reciuire the defendant to 
execute bond in the sum of two hun- 
dred dollars to be of good behavior for 
the period of twelve montiis. 

The court may, in its discretion, in- 
crease the amount of the bond, and if 
tne bond is not given the defendant 
shall be committed to the county jail 
for a period not exceeding ninety 
days, to be fixed by the courts 

i 4. All the shipments of spiritu- 
ous, vinous or malt liquors to be paid 
for on delivery, commonly called "C. 
O. D. shipments," into any county, 
city, town, district or precinct where 
said act is in force shall be unlawful 
and shall be deemed sales of such liq 
uors at the place where the money is 
paid or the goods are delivered: the 
carrier and his agents selling or de 
livering such goods shall be liable 
jointly with the vendor therefor. 

i 5. Section 4 of said act is stricken 
out, and in lieu thawfl the following 
is inserted: 

"After the entiy of the oertlfieate 
of the caataatfDg boaid as above pro 
vided for, In tiw order-book of the 
county court, if the vote was given 
against the sale, barter, or loan of 
spirituous, vinous or malt liquors in 
the said county, city, town, district 
or precinct, as the case may be, to any 
person, except as hereinafter provided; 
and any person who shall sell, barter 
or loan, directly or indirectly, 
any such liquors in said county, 
city, town, district or precinct shall, 
upon conviction, he fined not less than 
sixty nor more tlian one hundred dol- 
lars, or be confined in the county Jail 
for not leas than ten nor OMve than 
forty days, or both ao fined and Im- 
priaoaed, in the deaoration of the 
ooort or jury, tar each offense; and 
aoy pawn who Icnowingly furnishes 
or rents a house, room, wagon, or any 
conveyance or thing, in which spiritu- 
ous, vinous or malt liquors are sold, 
bartered or loaned, in violation of this 
act, shall upon conviction thereof, be 
fined not le.ss than sixty nor more 
than one liundred dollars, and the 
house, wagon, vehicle, land or other 
thing in which the liquors were sold, 
bartered or loaned shall be liable for 
all tines adjudged against tlie person 
selling, bartering or loaning tbe
